Long won this nomination— which Is tantamount 
to election In Louisiana — despite his commitment 
t^(o hospitals last summer Jor mental treatment. He 
was committed upon the request of his wife and hi* 
nephev, Sen. Busse.tr' Long, after lie had exploded 
In a torrent ot abuse and profanity at a session of 
ths Loulslan* legislature. He finally fought hi* way 
la freedom," broadcasting stmttar-uiades en his way 
out ot confinement. Some of his comments, aired 
throughout the nation, were downright unbelievable 
in .the context of.. responsible government, and ex- 
plainable only In terms of mental illness. 

At the end of this astounding demonstration, how- 
ever, the voters ot Louisiana gave Long a redound- 
inn vote of confidence and nominated him to the 
house of representatives. 

It Is unfortunate, of course, that an obviously 111 
and tortured man should have driven himself to 
his death In the strange political world he occupied. 
But It is downright tragic that the people of Lou- 
isiana selected for one Of their highest public of- 
fices a sick and broken chadow.ot the rampaging 
demsgoguo of yesteryear.
